Poison fear after 
cats left for dead 


It’s now thought that five felines have been ‘killed’

THE search for a cat killer 
has began in a quiet street in 
Northampton after five 
family pets were found dead 
in the space of three weeks. 

The felines all died after 
suspected anti-freeze 

poisoning on Ermine Street 
in Rectory Farm. Some of the 
deaths are now being 
investigated by 

Northamptonshire Police. 

Charlotte Cullinan’s family 
pet, a five-year-old ginger cat 
called Troll, died earlier this 
month. 

She said: “My husband 
found Troll in the garden and 
he was having a fit. We 
rushed him to the vet and 
were told that he had renal 
failure. After four days we 
sadly had to have him put 
down. 

“We were told that there 
were two common causes, 
either pollen from lilies or 
anti-freeze. We thought at 
first it was a terrible accident 


but then a neighbour told us 
that two of his cats had died 
from suspected anti-freeze 
poisoning.” 

Two more families on the 
street are said to have had 
their cats die following the 
suspected poisoning, 

bringing the total number of 
animal deaths to five. 

Mrs Cullinan said: “We put 
it down to bad luck and an 
accident but now we are sure 
it is foul play. It’s just been 
heartbreaking because Troll 
was like a best friend to our 
ten year-old son. 

“Words fail me. To think 
that someone could be 
deliberately harming these 
animals, they have no 
conscience.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
have confirmed that they 
have been making door to 
door enquiries on the quiet 
street warning pet owners to 
be vigilant. Although five 
cats are feared to have 
become victims, officers are 
currently investigating three

cases. A police 
spokewoman said: 
“Since the start of July, 
there have been three 
reports of cats dying 
suddenly with similar 
symptoms in the Ermine 
Road area and these are 
believed to have been 
due to anti-freeze 
poisoning. 

“We don’t know for 
certain that somebody is 
killing them but officers 
have been going door to 
door making enquiries.” 

County Councillor 
David Mackintosh has 
been helping the 
residents in raising the 


alarm over the 
poisonings. 

He said: “These attacks 
on cats in Rectory Farm 
are horrific and very 
upsetting for cat owners. 

“I am working with the 
local residents’ 

association to make local 
people aware of this 
while the police and 
RSPCA investigate. I 
hope they catch whoever 
is responsible quickly.”

THE escalators in Greyfriars Bus 
Station will be out of service for 
three weeks as they are repaired. 

They need maintenance to 
improve the daily running of the 
machines to maintain a good 
service for people using the bus 
station. They will be out of action 
from Monday. 

However, despite the age of the 
escalators there are no plans to 
have them replaced as the 
station is due to be demolished in 
the future as part of plans for a 
revamped Grosvenor shopping 
centre. 

While the repairs are carried out 
people can access the station via 
the three stairwells and the lift. 

There will also be signage and 
additional staff to direct bus 


passengers between levels. The 
work is due to be complete by 
Friday, August 19. 

Town centre manager, Derrick 
Simpson, said: “We understand 
this may cause bus users a slight 
disruption when using the 
service. However, there is access 
to a lift if you are unable to use a 
stairwell. 

“This is an essential repair to 
ensure the escalators are in good 
working order for the future, 
improving access within the bus 
station. We aim to cause minimal 
disruption while the work is being 
carried out. 

“Both escalators are being 
worked on at the same time to 
reduce the disruption to 
passengers.” 


Injured Alan back on his 
dancing feet after attack

A PENSIONER who was mauled by two 
dogs has started a keep-fit dance class 
less than a year after the vicious attack. 

Alan Gibbs, 78, was left needing 
operations on both his hands and also 
required a hip replacement, after being 
knocked over by the vicious Staffordshire 
bull terriers, who also killed his dog, 
Murphy, in the attack on Market Street in 
Northampton town centre, in August last 
year. 

One of the dogs has since been put 
down and their owner was sent to prison 
for 12 weeks for not controlling his pets. 

Less than a year later though Mr Gibbs, 
who used to be in the Army and served in 
the Korean War, is dancing nearly every 
day of the week at the Old House Pub on 
Wellingborough Road. 

Mr Gibbs said: “I like to keep fit and it 
definitely helped me last year. 

“I’m not sure I would have survived if 
not and of course without my military 
training. I’ve had my operation, which 
was done very well by my surgeon, and I 
was back dancing seven weeks after it.” 

Mr Gibbs remains philosophical a year 
after the attack and feels that the man 
who was sent to prison shouldn’t have 


been locked up. Mr Gibbs said: “I’ve tried 
to get some money for my injuries but 
nothing came of it. He was just sent to 
prison but I’m not sure how much good 
that did. 

“He would have been better off coming 
to mine to do a bit of cleaning.” 

Dancing at the Old House has been 
going on for ten years and Mr Gibbs, 
along with the landlady Maureen Boyle, 
has been running the classes. They run a 


keep-fit class on Saturday and a 
beginners’ ball room session on a 
Tuesday. 

Mr Gibbs said: “It’s all about exercise 
and being healthy. 

“Too many people watch sport or dance 
but don’t do it. Plus being fit definitely 
helped me go through what I did.” 

Classes cost £2 and £3 respectively with 
all the profits going to the Soldiers, 
Sailors, Airmen and Families Association. 



Murder suspect’s hide-outs may have been raided 


THERE was a slim chance that a 
murder suspect was hiding in one 
of three properties raided in recent 
weeks, the police have revealed. 

Northamptonshire Police said 
intelligence showed that Anxiang 
Du, who is wanted in connection 
with the deaths of the Ding family 
from Wootton on April 29, was 
hiding in one of the targeted 
premises. 

Three police raids were executed 
in the London area last week, 
resulting in a number of people 
being dealt with by immigration 
officers. 

Mr Du was not present. 

DCI Neil McMahon said: “It is right 
to say there was a possibility that 


he was in one of the properties that 
we raided. We were acting on the 
intelligence that we had received 
from both the public and what we 
have gathered on the ground. 

“We are working on the basis that 
he is in one of the cities, London, 
Manchester, the West Midlands, or 
even Scotland, so we are relying on 
our partners there to follow up the 
intelligence provided and we are 
confident that we will eventually 
find him.” 

A number of calls received from 
members of the public are 
currently being investigated. 

Tomorrow marks three months 
since Jeff, Helen, Xing and Alice 
Ding were murdered in their home. 


Since then officers have followed 
up 274 sightings of people fitting 
the description of the number one 
suspect. 

Last week the victims’ family 
visited Northampton from the USA 
and China, and the police have 
revealed that the interview given to 
the media byJixiang Ding, Jeffs 
brother, has helped with their 
media appeals in China. 

DCI McMahon added: “The 
interviews have helped with the 
on-going enquiries in China, 
although being over here it has 
been difficult to gauge their full 
impact. But from the news outlets 
we have been able to see here, it 
seems that it has been taken well.” 
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Hospitals’ services could 
change under NHS review

HOSPITALS in Northamptonshire 
could see the way they provide 
their services change in a massive 
shake-up of the NHS across the 
region. 

An Acute Services Review (ASR) of 
hospitals in the South East 
Midlands, which includes 
Northampton, Kettering, Bedford 
and Luton and Dunstable, has been 
set up to consider how services will 
be provided across the area. 

Patients, the public, clinicians 
and leaders of the NHS are to help 
decide how hospital facilities are 
provided to ensure that patients 
benefit from the best possible 
health outcomes. 

The project will look at how all 
hospital services are currently 
delivered and whether there is 
potential for change to improve 
patient care. 

It will also consider where and 
how they could be run more effi¬ 
ciently, to ensure they are 
sustainable for the future. 

The scheme is in its initial phase 
with the partners finalising scope of 


the review, and a decision is likely to 
be made at the end of the summer. 

The Primary Care Trusts are 
putting an emphasis on ensuring 
residents and clinicians are able to 
shape the review and its eventual 
outcomes. The partners have also 


said that it is too early to say 
whether individual hospitals would 
lose services after the process is 
complete. 

A spokesman for the 
Northamptonshire NHS said: “At 
this point nothing has been 


decided about services so 
speculation is completely 
unjustified. 

“The aim of the Review is to 
ensure sustainable delivery of safe, 
high quality, cost effective and 
resilient services with improved 
clinical outcomes for the local 
population of 1.7m people. 

“Agreed recommendations will be 
implemented, after a full public 
consultation, by 2014 - with some 
opportunities for early 
improvements taking effect from 
April 2012. 

“Any proposals will need to pass 
the following four tests as set out by 
the Secretary of State for Health: 
support from GP commissioners, 
shaped by strengthened public and 
patient engagement, a clear clinical 
evidence base and consistency with 
current and future patient choice.” 

Northampton General Hospital 
felt that it would be too early to 
comment on the potential changes 
as the review is in its early stages. 

Yesterday, Dr Nicholas Hicks, the 
senior responsible officer for the 
Acute Services Review programme, 
pictured right, spoke at a press 
conference outlining the situation.

Rail firm’s scary statistics show people risking lives on the line 


NETWORK rail has revealed that 
there were nearly 100 near misses 
last year where a train narrowly 
avoided striking a person. 

The statistics come as the rail 
network warns children not to play 
on lines over the summer holidays. 

There have also been 71 
trespassers onto rail lines and 31 
recorded incidents of vandalism in 
the county over the last 12 months 


however, it is believed that the true 
figure is much higher as many 
incidents are in remote areas at 
night, not seen by CCTV or railway 
staff and so go unreported. 

Of those, 19 happened in 
Northampton. 

Worryingly, there were four 
incidents of laser pens being shone 
into train drivers’ eyes and 11 cases 
where objects had been placed on 


the line. Items included shopping 
trolleys, planks of wood, car tyres, 
concrete and wooden pallets. 

Dyan Crowther, Network Rail 
director of operational services, 
said: “Thankfully the number of 
people killed or hurt on the 
railways is coming down but every 
death or injury is preventable. 

“Our community safety teams 
work tirelessly with young people 


across Britain to warn them of the 
dangers and encourage them to get 
involved in safer and more positive 
activities. 

“We’re concerned that many 
parents seem to be in the dark about 
the dangers of trespassing or playing 
near the railway. Even though the 
majority of trespassers aren’t hurt, 
these crimes are not harmless and 
can result in huge delays and costs.”

AS a retired electrical/lighting 
engineer I spent 30 years with the 
Highways Agency and in the 
private sector working mainly on 
outdoor lighting. 

These financial crisis have 
occurred before. I remember 
1974 and 1978. 

Street lighting has always been 
an easy way for councils to be 
seen to be saving money. 

The effect is very visual without 
the public realising how little is 
REALTY being saved. 

On most estate streets and on 
public footways lights consume 
35 watts or less. 

There are costs in withdrawing 
every other fuse to switch them 
off and the same to switch them 
back on (someday). 



In the meantime the switched 
off lights are deteriorating due to 
inactivity and no maintenance. 

More importantly street 
lighting on estate roads, cycle 
ways and footpaths reduce crime 
and the fear of crime. 

On major traffic routes there is 
much less vehicle/pedestrian 
conflict. The lights are of a much 
higher power and cars have 


headlights so, perhaps, a case 
could be made for switching off 
or dimming some traffic route 
lighting but NOT on estates and 
public footways where there are 
a lot of pedestrians and the cost 
to the council of a single serious 
assault or fatal accident could 
possibly outweigh all their 
projected savings. 

In my opinion they would be 
better employed in instigating a 
programme of gradual 
conversion of estate and footway 
lighting to a cheap energy 
efficient source such as LED or 
low energy fluorescent 
In my opinion councils should 
look inward for savings.

Safety must come before cutting costs 


I AM stunned at the 
difference turning off street 
lighting has made. 

It was well documented 
when this began about the 
risk to personal safety, how¬ 
ever now this has happened 
in the area which I live, I have 
to agree with the comments.

Switch-off council 
should get efficient

THE type of lighting being used 
to illuminate Northamptonshire 
County Council’s County Hall 
building has been questioned, as 
the authority continues to turn 
off street lights. 

The council has come under fire 
as it turns off thousands of street 
lights across the county in a bid to 
save £2 million. 

However, it has kept the lights 
on its own Northampton town 
centre building shining 

throughout the cutbacks. 

Although the Liberal 

Democrats, who are in 


opposition at the council, believe 
the lights should stay on across 
the county and on the building, 
they want a review into the type 
of lighting used. 

Cllr Richard Church said: “If the 
lights are being kept on for safety 
reasons then I can understand 
keeping them on. 

“However, I believe that the 
county council should be using 
energy efficient lighting. 

“Last year when we turned on 
the lighting in the Market Square 
we used energy saving methods 
which was both good for the 
environment and kept the cost 
down. 

“However, there should be some 


lighting, for both safety and to 
illuminate historic buildings.” 

The authority has said that 
council buildings do not come 
under the same review of street 
lighting. 

A spokesman said: “The lights 
on County Hall and its car park 
were not included in the street 
lighting review, which comes 
under the highways budget. 
County Hall’s lighting comes 
under the property and asset 
management budget, however, 
now that this issue has been 
brought to our attention we will 
be looking into it.”

as safety concerns sees Racecourse lit back up 


PRESSURE from the police has 
forced the county council to turn 
the lights back on at the 
Racecourse. 

The lights on this popular open 
space in the town centre had been 
turned off as part of the authority’s 
budget cuts. 

Chief Inspector Dave Lawson 
said: “Following discussions with 
Northamptonshire County Council, 
it has been agreed that lighting will 
be restored on the Racecourse 
immediately and this should be 
fully in place by the weekend. 

“The return to full lighting will 
support the policing operation 
which has been running on the 
Racecourse since the start of this 
month. 

“A further meeting will be held 
with the county council on August 
8 to discuss a bespoke lighting 
plan for the Racecourse.” 

One of those who campaigned 
for the lights to go back on was 
Cllr Richard Church [Liberal 
Democrat, Kingsley Division, 
Northamptonshire County Council]. 

He said: “I am delighted the lights 
are back on as they should never 
have been turned off. 

“If they had not been turned off 
then we would never have had all 
this fuss. 



“I do wonder about this issue as I 
raised it with the county council a 
month ago. They didn’t listen to me 
and whether they would have 
listened to residents I don’t know. 

“The whole process of switching 
off the lights has been badly 
handled. 

“There was a scrutiny committee 
[before the budget] which 


recommended the council should 
listen before it did anything. I think 
in this case it didn’t consult. 

“This clearly demonstrates the 
county council has not gone about 
this in the right way. 

“I don’t think it thought this 
through or what the consequences 
would be. 

“It has not been well thought out 
- in fact it has been a shambles.” 

Chairman of the Friends of the 
Racecourse, Giles Wilson, said the 
group was disappointed it was 
never consulted. 

Mr Wilson said: “The first we 
knew about it was when we read 
about the lights being switched off 
across the county. 

“At the time we didn’t know how 
many lights would go out. 

“We were not happy about it and 
spoke with the police and county 
council. 

“What has disappointed us about 
this is the county council didn’t 
consult with us. 

“We want to be involved in this 
issue to ensure there is a full-time 
solution.” 

The group was concerned about 
safety when the lights went out as 
lots of people walk across the 
Racecourse and it is part of the 
National Cycle Way Route.

He was one of the founding 
members of Searchlight, a 
magazine against racism and 
fascism and has for more than 
35 years dedicated himself and 
the magazine to developing a 
message of hope not hate. 

He gave a tremendous speech 
on a life well lived. 

A few days later I met on 
Northampton’s Market Square 


the grandparents of my 
neighbour’s son, Richard Butcher, 
who I and my family had known 
all his life. 

We talked about a successful 
professional footballer, a 
Northampton lad who made a 
good life, always with a ready 
smile, who offered kindness, 
encouragement and support to 
team-mates, an example of 
footballing prowess, a man well 
loved, well respected by the fans 
from the many clubs he played for. 

He had just started a degree 
course in sports physiotherapy, a 
new life after football, but his life 
was cut short. 

He passed away just a few 
weeks short of his 30th birthday. 
His was a life well lived. 

The tragedy which unfolded in 


Norway last weekend gave us a 
picture of unbearable horror, 
young and not so young lives, 
cut short by a merciless killer, 
a life not well lived. 

It is ignorance and extremism, 
whether religious or political, that 
poses the greatest threat to our 
communities, not any particular 
religion or political grouping. 

Ne Nesciamus, ‘let us not be 
ignorant’ says the motto on the 
coat of arms of The University of 
Northampton. 

To that I add we are all 
intelligent beings, we can choose 
to live a good life. 

We have examples all around us 
of those who choose to live a 
good life; let’s choose to live a life 
without hate, intolerance or 
ignorance.

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Cost-cutting ideas 
saves cops millions

THE chief constable of 
Northamptonshire Police has 
promised any cuts will not affect 
frontline services. 

The Force estimated a deficit in 
the region of £20 million over the 
four year period and so far has 
saved in the region of £4m. 

They have implemented a 
process of increased efficiency in 
working practices, an 
organisational restructure, 
re-alignment of support 
functions, a programme of 
regional collaboration with 
colleagues in the East Midlands 
and scoping of shared services. 

The current programme of 
change looking at support 
functions is estimated to further 
contribute £6.8m. 

Regional collaboration, which 
will realign major crime, serious 
and organised crime and 
forensics with regional forces, 
together with shared services will 
also contribute to savings. 

The cost-cutting exercise has 
been applauded in a HMIC 
inspection. 

Commenting on the results, 
Chief Constable Adrian Lee, said: 
“This report supports and 
highlights our approach and the 



principles we have applied from 
the beginning of this process; 
‘Putting communities first’, 
protecting frontline policing and 
continuing to reduce crime. 

“We have already made 
significant in-roads with the 
changes we have made so far. 

“The new force structure saw a 
complete change in the way 
policing was carried out in 
Northamptonshire, removing 
barriers that had traditionally 
been in place and aligning our 
emergency response teams more 
closely with our Safer Community 
Teams and ward boundaries. 

“During this period of change, 
the force performed better than 
ever before in its history. 


“Currently we are exploring a 
number of regional collaboration 
opportunities and scoping the 
potential to share some services 
with Cheshire Constabulary. 

“I am confident the 
opportunities these provide will 
offer significant benefits - both in 
service delivery and financial 
efficiency. 

“While regional collaboration 
will see us merge operational 
functions like major crime, 
serious and organised crime and 
forensics, shared services will 
allow us to look at providing some 
back office functions at 
significantly reduced costs, 
including transactional elements 
of HR, finance and procurement. 

“There is no doubt that we will 
be a smaller and very different 
force than we were when we 
embarked on this process.” 

He added: “We have always 
been open about the fact that 
inevitably there will be a small 
reduction in the size of the Force, 
including those resulting from 
retirements, resignations, etc. 

“The impact on the frontline 
will be minimised, as where 
officer posts are lost, in the main 
they have been and will be senior 
officer positions that are no 
longer required as a result of the 
force restructure.”

A STUDENT is aiming to put the welfare of pigs on the map in 
the same way chefs Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall and Jamie 
Oliver did for chickens. 

Claire Hegginson, an MSc Animal Welfare student from the 
University of Northampton, is looking into the issue and UK 
pork production as part of her thesis. 

Claire (pictured above), 26, who lives in Derby, is also looking 
for participants for her survey. 

She said: “It is more looking at the current public attitude and 
knowledge about pig farming. 

“It is making people aware of what they know and how the 
pigs are cared for and looked after. 

“I’m now on the final part of my Masters where I’m working 
on my independent thesis. I’m interested in attitudes and 
knowledge of pig production and the demand for higher wel¬ 
fare pork products - especially in reference to the current eco¬ 
nomic climate.

“I do eat meat but I try to buy to pork which has come from 
the highest animal welfare.”

Under-age drink blitz 
snares three outlets

THREE premises in 
Northampton were caught 
selling alcohol to young 
people under 18 . 

Northamptonshire Police 
conducted an operation to 
coincide with the last day of 
term - its main aim to tackle 
alcohol-fuelled anti-social 
behaviour. 

Test purchase operations 
were carried out last Friday 
to identify offences being 
committed by outlets selling 
alcohol to those under the 


police 


age of 18. Out of the 14 prem¬ 
ises visited, three illegal sales 
were made. 

Two of which were 
off-licences and one was a 
private members’ club. 


The seller was also arrested 
for immigration offences at 
one of the off-licences. 

Licensing Sergeant Mark 
Worthington, who led the 
operation, said: “This is a 
well-practised tactic and it is 
pleasing to see that many 
premises are asking for ID if 
they suspect the children are 
not 18. 

“A number of premises that 
were found to have sold alco¬ 
hol to underage customers in 
our last operation did not do 
so this time which indicates 
that they are now adopting 
the ‘Challenge 21’ approach.” 


Officers from Safer 
Community Teams were also 
out and about to carry out 
high-profile patrols. 

Sergeant Worthington 
added: “Alcohol consump¬ 
tion can be a contributory 
factor to anti-social behav¬ 
iour and can also lead to 
young people becoming 
involved in crime - not only 
as offenders but also as vic¬ 
tims. 

“We will continue to use 
tactics such as these to 
address the issues of under¬ 
age drinking across the 
county.”

Man injured 
girlfriend in 
‘scare’ bid

A MAN has pleaded guilty to 
attacking his long-standing 
partner of 12 years. 

Darren Reeve, of Duston, 
Northampton, admitted causing 
grievous bodily harm and battery 
on his long-term partner. 

At a hearing at Northampton 
Crown Court on Friday, Reeve 
admitted the two attacks in 
Februrary and March this year, 
one of which caused a serious 
kidney injury, after he stamped 
on his partner. 

Alex Bull, prosecuting, said: “In 
interview the victim said that she 
did not know how the injuries 
were caused. 

“However, she did say that on 
one occasion he had grabbed her 
from behind. 


“In interview the defendant said 
‘I went to stamp on her, as if to 
scare her, but then I did stamp on 
her and I heard a massive crack, 
like a stick had broken’.” 

Defending Reeve, Laura 
O’Malley said: “In his interview 
he said that it was like a warning 
that went wrong. 

“He accepts though that he 
caused her harm.” 

The hearing was adjourned so 
that the probation service could 
gather reports ahead of the 
sentencing. 

Reeve was granted conditional 
bail, must not visit his former 
partner or members of her family 
and cannot visit Hinton Road in 
Kingsthorpe and must live at an 
address in Duston. 

He will be sentenced at 
Northampton Crown court on 
August 19.

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Schools to get 
building boost

TEN schools have been 
told they are next in line 
for funding to improve 
the condition of their 
buildings. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council has 
written to the schools to 
tell them the improve¬ 
ments will be carried out 
under the Serial Build 
capital funding 

programme. 

The ten are among 40 
primary schools in the 
county categorised as 
‘serial build’ constructed 
to a certain specification 
in the late 1960s to mid 
1970s and now all 
suffering from varying 
degrees of structural 
defects. 

Cabinet member for 
children, learning and 
skills, Cllr Andrew Grant 
said: “We’ve categorised 
the serial build schools 
into three groups 
according to the severity 
of the defects. 

“With phase three of the 
serial build programme, 
we’ll have remedied all of 


the schools in the two 
categories requiring the 
most urgent improvement 
works. 

“The schools will benefit 
from a £4.87m capital 
fund which will cover the 
repair costs at the ten 
schools and the ongoing 
monitoring of the 
remaining category C 
schools.” 

Assessments and 

scoping work will now 
take place at each school 
so detailed plans can be 
drawn up. Work is 
scheduled for completion 
by December 2012. 

The ten phase three 
schools are Windmill 
Primary School in 
Raunds, Braunston CE 
Primary School, 


Southbrook Infant School 
in Daventry, Hardingstone 
Primary School, 

Cogenhoe Primary 

School, Millbrook Infant 
School in Kettering, 
Towcester CE Primary 
School, Yardley Gobion 
CE Primary School, 
Whitefriars Infant School 
in Rushden and Oakway 
Infant School in 
Wellingborough. 

Seven schools have 
already had improvement 
work completed during 
the first phase and 
another four - Great 
Doddington Primary, 
Kingswood Primary, 
Ruskin Infant and The 
Bramptons Primary - will 
see remedial work taking 
place this year.

Memorial honour for 
dedicated volunteer

A MEMORIAL service will be 
held today in Northampton to 
remember the life of a dedicated 
first-aider who passed away at 
the age of 88. 

Frank Roberts (pictured right), 
who died on July 7, played a very 
significant role in Northampton¬ 
shire, not least through his dedi¬ 
cated volunteer work with St John 
Ambulance. 

For nearly 50 years, Frank self¬ 
lessly gave up his time for others 
and during that time he worked 
his way through the ranks of St 
John Ambulance to become 
County Commissioner. 

In recognition of his work, he 
was made a Knight of Grace of 
the Most Venerable Order of the 
Hospital of St John of Jerusalem 
in 1997. 

This is an honour that is 
approved by Her Majesty the 
Queen and one rarely given. 

After serving in the 
Northamptonshire Regiment as a 
Second Lieutenant, Frank 
became a teacher at Spencer 
Primary School and eventually 
went on to be headmaster of 
Cogenhoe Primary School. 

In July 1960 he joined the 



Kingsthorpe Ambulance Division 
of St John Ambulance, later 
becoming Divisional 

Superintendent. 

Mr Roberts was also a volunteer 


ambulance crew member, a 
St John Ambulance first aid train¬ 
er and a prominent member of 
the county First Aid Team. 

He later became a member of 
Southern Area Staff eventually 
joining County Staff and rising to 
become County Commissioner 
in the late 1980s. 

As well as his administrative 
roles he was a member of St John 
Council Northamptonshire. 

After retiring from active duty, 
Frank turned his attention to the 
social but caring side of St John 
Ambulance. 

Along with Nancie Frost he set 
up the Northampton Branch of 
the St John Fellowship. 

Mr Roberts moved to Cheshire 
some years ago and it was there 
that he passed away peacefully in 
the East Cheshire Hospice in 
Macclesfield. 

A gathering of friends and 
members of St John Ambulance 
to acknowledge the life and work 
of Mr Roberts will be held at the 
Abington Avenue United Reform 
Church at 2pm.

SINCE hanging up his boots at the end of 
the 2009/10 season, Alan Dickens has been 
overseeing the development of 
Northampton Saints’ youngsters as head 
coach of the Academy, and believes the 
future is bright for the club.

IN MUCH the same way as comedy heavy 
metal band Spinal Tap's ‘Shark Sandwich’ 
album, Northamptonshire Steelbacks’ 
175 run defeat at home to Hampshire 
Royals on Monday evening could easily be 
summed up with a two-word review. 

It was their third defeat in a row in 
Clydesdale Bank 40 Group B, having been 
beaten at Leicestershire Foxes the day 
before, with Royals batsmen Benny Howell 
and Liam Dawson the men turning it up to 
11 . 

Howell crushed an unbeaten 84 from 54 
balls, while Dawson added 70 in 66 balls as 
the visitors piled on 307/6 - the highest 
total Northants have ever conceded in a 40 
over-a-side game. 

They were then bundled out for 133 with 
12 overs remaining leaving them three 
points behind leaders Surrey Lions, who 
they face at The Oval on Wednesday, 
August 3, following this week’s LV= County 
Championship Division Two game at 
Glamorgan. 

Amidst the carnage at the County 
Ground, there was one bright spot - career 
best limited overs bowling figures for left- 
arm seamer David Lucas. He took 5/48 on 
a day where the rest of the Steelbacks 
bowling attack struggled. 

“On a personal note, I was quite happy 
with what I did,” said Lucas afterwards. “It’s 
the first ‘five-for’ in my career - I’ve had a 
couple of ‘four-fors’, so to get that under 
my belt I’m quite happy. 

“Unfortunately, Hampshire came out on 
top in a big way. Everybody has bad days at

Despite their recent poor form in the 
limited overs tournaments, Northants 
remain on course for promotion in the 
County Championship after a draw at 
home to Derbyshire last week. 

Yesterday saw them get their latest match 
against Glamorgan in Swansea underway 
as David Capel’s side aim to extend their 
18-point advantage over second placed 
Middlesex. 

Lucas said: “If you ask most teams in the 
division where they would like to be at this 
stage of the season then most of them 
would take that. 

“We’re top, that’s where they want to be, 
and we’re happy where we’re at and hope¬ 
fully we can maintain that by going further 
ahead of other teams."

Gavin ‘delighted to be back on top spot’

OLIVER Gavin claimed his first American Le 
Mans Series [ALMS] victory since last year’s 
Petit Le Mans, triumphing at Mosport in 
Canada on Sunday. 

Yardley Hastings-based Gavin and 
Corvette Racing co-driver Jan Magnussen 
worked their way up through the field from 
sixth, with Gavin driving the first hour. 

Magnussen then took over and passed 
Toni Vilanders in the Risi Competizione 
Ferrari before holding on to secure the win. 

“Hats off to Jan, who did the last hour, and 
the team who did a stellar job,” said Gavin. “I 
knew from my stint that if Jan was on the 
Ferrari gearbox coming out of turn five, you 
could probably get a tow coming out and 
use the momentum to get by.

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GARY Johnson could be forgiven for being 
a little concerned. With nine days to go 
until the new League Two campaign kicks 
off, his Northampton Town side have still 
yet to record a win during pre-season. 

Tuesday night’s 2-0 defeat at Cambridge 
United followed a 3-0 loss against Champi¬
